No Roman Cartholics now keep a gun except behave a 
ficehold of ten pounds per annum, or goo pounds in cafh, 
which has in a manner totally deprived them of this pri- 
vilege.---Every man mutt regifter his arms at a quarter fef- 
fons, and if any magiftrate chufes after this day to fearch 
the houfe of any man, he may do it, and fine every man 
ten pounds with whom a gun is found.---This is a hard 
law.’ 

BOSTON, Augnft 3. 
WEST-INDIA INTELLIGENCE. ' 

By an arrival yefterday from Cape Nichola-Mole, we 
learn, that the Quebec, and anvther frigate, arrived there 
onthe 15th July. They failed from Barbadoes with five 
large traalport fhips, with troops and military ftores under 
their convoy, bound ta the Mole; off Cape Francois they 
were chafed by three French 74 gun thips, aad were obli- 
ged te leave their convoy to the French, who took them 
ali and carried them intothe Cape. The ficknefs at the 
Mole exceeds very greatly its ulual mortality: from 50 to 
60 dying daily. All expeétation of the reduction of the 
iflands is difpaired of, and even an attack from the Bri- 
gands is apprehended both at the Mole and at Port-au- 
Prince. The Britifh had evacuated Bompard, and return- 
ed into the Mole. Both taking and holding this place, 
even for the fhort time they were in poffeffion of it, was 
attended with great lofsto the Englifh. There was no 
prefling of Americans while our informant wes at the 
Mole; but he faw feveral infances of their treating them 
with much refpeét and civility, There is no fale for 
American preduce, 

LONDON, May 23. 

On Saturday night a perfon, faid to be an American cap- 
tain, having imprudently ventured himfelf into a houfe of 
ill fame in Dean-{treet, Eaft Smithfield, near the Maypole 
was robbed and murdered. The body was found concea-~ 
Jed, the hands tied behind the back; it appears he had 
been hanged to a bed-poft, as the cord was alfo hid among 
the feathers of the bed; feveral women of the houfe are 
taken up, on whom the property of the unfortunate decea- 
fed was found, his coat was pledged for eleven fhillings. 
The Coroner’s inqueft will fi this day, when further par- 
ticulars will come out. Acchild was the principal inftu- 
ment in difcovering this horrid bufinefs. 

ROME, May 1. 

This city has never been in a more critical fituation, it is 
threatened with the laft misfortunes if peace is not reftored 
to Italy. The price of provifions continues to raife daily, 
the induftrious clafs or the community are without employ- 
ment, the litthe commerce which was carried on in the 
Ecclefiaitical ftate is abfolutely ruined, it hath been fo il- 
ly proteéted that the merchants have Tor all confidence : 
the affignats and notes of the holy father are multiplied and 
fall in value daily, gold and filver have abfolutely difap» 
peared, the brafs money is alfo feared and fells from 14 to 
15 for 100, To remedy the fcarcity of circulating medi- 
um, government has frequently forbid, and again permitted 
the fale of filver; the confequence of thofe meafures has 
been uniformly to increafe the evil. The Apoftolic cham-. 
ber in order to reftraiu the difcontented, continue to pur- 
chafe corn at a fixed price, and ruin themfelves in ruining 
the proprietors, who cannot difpofe of their provifions ad- 
vantageéoufly. 

The theocratic government of Rome is the weakeft of 
all, and that city will be entirely ruined if fome happy e- 
vent does not put an end to our misfortunes,
